Gardening notes for July 


July is basically a "common sense" month in the garden. Continue to mow 
lawns but raising height of cut and lessening the frequency dvring het, dry weather 3 


when weather is dry give lawns a good soaking once a week (tw2ce if weather is 
very hot and dry) rather than frequent drilvles which encourage moss and shallow 
rooting. Aerate your lawn if possible, when dry, and top dress with peat and / 


sand as this will assist penetration of water. A top dressing of 1 oz to the 
sq. yard of sulphate of ammonia (watered on) if applied to your grass now will 
not only give the grass a welcome boost but is porticularly beneficial to lawn 
grasses on the very alkaline soil we have at Bar Hill. Water marroews and 

runner beans at first sign of dryness and spray ruaner beans in dry weather 

to assist tne flowers to "sect". ‘To got the best possible show from your flowers 
give them a little extra cure this month. Don't let themydry out. Mulch with 
peat or grass mowings, feed with liquid manure such as Maxicrop and keep dead 
blooms picked off.
